Nothing further 
occurred until noon today, wben, aa he 
wan going to lunch, ha was approached 
by Saontor Fay, who said that the dele- 
gation was about to consider tbe bill 
and that all the mamberi bad better be 
in attendance. Biggr entered a protest 
against such hasty action, and then, on 
meeting the rest of the San Francisco 
representatives, he offered a number of 
amendments, all cf which were voted 
down. 


To tbe next move that was made 


Biggy also makes complaint. He says 
tbat whilu he iraa temporarily absent 
from tba Senate this afternoon Senator 
Seymour brought up the bill, substi- 
tuting it lor one of his on the file and 
endeavored to rush it through. Biggy 
retnrnf d though in tima to checkmate 
this and, taking the floor, asked tbat 
the measure ba passed on file so that he 
would have tima to prepare his defense. 
This, however, wai denied him, and 
feeling that he had been treated dis- 
courteously he started iu to fight it any 
how.

died a few daya ago, and her demise 
coming so BOOU aftorwaid makea the 
eiliiction Jouhly aad. 


Bigg? left this afternoon 
for 
the 


metropolis, and as be cannot return in 
time for tha meeting of tha investigat- 
ing coromitlos, tbera wilt ba no cue to 
proan tho charges. 


The opinion among the Senators ia 


that that will dispose of the investiga- 
tion, 


Biggy beforo leaving said; "I am 


willing to do everything In my power to 
aid the committee ia its researches, but 
I do not sea how It ia possible for rue to 
remain under these conditions. 


"If they will wait until I am able to 


be in attendance, I will carry out all I 
EaidI would, and if there ia any In- 
formation I can furnish them, I will 
pladly do so." 


It is not possible though, that the 


committee can undertako ita work un- 
der aoy auc!i condition j. 


The mealing this morning developed 


hardly anything fot them to work, on, 
for bafora stating that tlm mombor of 
the Bonnie he alluded to aa having at- 
tempted to bribe him was W. J. Dana, 
Biggy would say nothing. 


It waa with the understanding that 


everything would ba ready to go ahead 
the first thing tomorrow morning that 
the committee consented to ao adjourn- 
ment, but when the tima of meeting ar- 
rives they will now be absolutely powai-

Tomorrow. 


. SACRAMENTO, March 13.—The Senate 
Committee 
appointed 
to investigate 


Biggy's charges of wholesale corruption, 
met this morning and held a brief con- 
ference.

neys E. F. Preston and J. J. Dwyer, 
ttatad that bo expected attorney W, 
W. Foote to arriva during tbe day, and

the investigation postponed

Senator Dunn, who is accused by 


Blggy of having made the offer to eater 
into a combine to control cinch legis- 
lation, smilod cbeerfully wben asked if 
be waa ready to go on. 


Brigjty before thia, in aniwer to a 


qnattion by Senator Bewell, bad taid 
that Dnnn, waa the man accused. 


Dunn said he wai ready to go on and 


did not care especially to hava an at- 
torney, bnt would be entirely Mtitfied 
with a fall investigation by tha com- 
mittee.
